No. 67-Pres./60— The President is pleased to award the 
President’s Police and Fire Services Medal for gallantry to 
the undermentioned officer of the Bihar Police:— 

Name of the Officer and Rank 

Shri Hlt Narain Singh, Constable No. 606, Dhanbad Dis- 
trict Police Force, Bihar '(deceased). 

Statement of Services for which the Decoration has been 

Awarded. 

On the night of March the 8th, 1959, Shri Hit Narain 
Singh, Constable, Dhanbad District Police (who was on depu- 
tation to the Jliiujhipahari Crime Centre in Katras Police 
Station, District Dhanbad) was assembling members of the 
Village Resistance Group when he noticed at a distance some 
flashes of electric torches, Advancing with the Resistance 
Group of about 15 villagers he challenged the intruders— a 
gang of about 25 dacoits aimed with deadly weapons. Con- 
stable Hit Narain Singh was armed only with a lathi and 
some members of his party carried bows and arrows, but he 
bravely led his party on to intercept the gang. The dacoits 
opened fire on them as a result of which one of the villagers 
was seriously Injured. Despite this casualty Constable Hit 
Narain Singh rallied his men and attacked the dacoits with 
arrows and stones. The dacoits then retreated and took up 
their stand behind the compound wall of a temple. Armed 
as they were with 3 shot guns, other weapons and powerful 
flash lights, they were in a very advantageous position. This, 
however, did not deter Constable Hit Narain Singh who 
boldly continued to advance at the head of the Village Resis- 
tance Group in an attempt to surround the dacoits. The 
dacoits then opened fire again and shot dead Constable Hit 
Narain Singh and Shri Panrhanand Mahto of the Village Re- 
sistance Group. 

Constable Hit Narain Singh though unable to prevent the 
daColty set a splendid example of devotion to duty and fear- 
less leadership and in his courageous efforts to protect the 
people laid down his life, 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4 (i) ot the 
rules governing the award of the President's Police and Eire 
Services Medal and consequently carries with it the special 
allowance admissible to officers of and below the rank of 
Inspector of Police as provided in rule 5.

No. ll/24/60-E*ts.(B).— In this Ministry’s Resolution 
No. 48/97/56-CS(C), dated the I2th April, 1957, the Govern- 
ment of India had described their policy in respect of quali- 
fications based on nationality and domicile for eligibility for 
appointment to the Central Services and posts. This policy 
has since been reviewed by the Government of India and It 
lias been decided to amend the standard rule for recruit- 
ment contained In paragraph 2 of the Resolution referred to 
above to read as follows:— 

"A candidate for appointment to any Central Service 
or post must be— 

(a) a citizen of India; or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim: or 

(t) a subject of a formet French possession in India; 

or 

(d) a peison oi Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan with the intention of permanently settl- 
ing in India: 

Provided that, subject to the issue ol a certificate of 
eligibility in his favour, a subject ol Nepal or of 
a Portuguese possession in India may also be ap- 
pointed to any Central .Sen ice or post other than 
the Indian Foreign Service- 

Provided further that a candidate belonging to category 

(c) or (d) above must be a person in whose favour a 
certificate of eligibility has been given by the Govern- 
ment of India and that if he belongs to category (d) 
the certificate of eligibility will be valid only for a 
period of one par from the date of his appointment 
beyond whuii he can be retained in service only 
it be lias become a citizen ot India. 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is 
nocessary may be admitted to an examination or interview 
conducted by tire Union Public Service Commission or other 
lecruiting authority and may also be provisionally appointed 
subject to the necessary’ certificate being granted in h& favour 
by the Government."

Esfarlishment or a Standing Commission for Scientific & 
Technical Terminology 

Neu' Delhi, the 21s( December 1960 

No. F.19-19/60-HI.— In accordance with para 8 of the 
Order oif the President published in Home Ministry’s notifi- 
cation No. 2/8/60-OL dated the 27 th April I960, the Gov- 
■emment of India have decided to set up with immediate 
•effect a Standing Commission foi‘ Scientific and Technical 
Terminology for evolution of terms in scientific and technical 
subjects. 

2. The composition and functions of the Commission will 
be as follows:— 

COMPOSITION 

The Commission shall consist of the following, vii,, 

(i) Chairman—!. 

(ii) Members— 6. 

The Director of the Central Hindi Directorate will be non- 
member Secretary of the Commission. 

The Chairman and the members of the Commission will be 
OMnfnated by the Government of India, 


The Chairman and the members shall hold office for a 
period of three years and will be eligible for re-appointment. 

FUNCTIONS 

The functions of the Commission shall include: 

(a) Review of the work done so far in the field of 
scientific and technical terminology in the light of 
the principles laid down in paragraph 3 of the 
Presidential Order. 

(b) Formulation of principles relating to co-ordination 
and evolution of scientific and technical terminology 
In Hindi and other languages, 

(c) Co-ordination of the work done by different agencies 

in thc States in tire field of scientific and technical 
terminology, with the consent or at the instance of 
the State Governments concerned, and approval of 
glossaries for use In Hindi and other Indian lan- 
guages as may be submitted to it by the concerned 
agencies. 

(d) The Commission may also take up preparation of 
standard scientific textbooks using the new termino- 
logy evolved or approved by it, preparation of scien- 
tific and technical dictionaries and! translation into 
Indian languages of scientific books in foreign lan- 
guages, 

S, The Headquarters of the Commission will be in Delhi or 
New Delhi. 

4. The staff employed in the Central Hindi Directorate in 
connection with the preparation of terminology in thc field of 
science and technology will be placed at thc disposal of the 
Commission as may be necessary to enable the Commission 
to discharge its functions satisfactorily.
